New Mberalized taritt regu- 
ations which would open the

gust 29 by AT&T. 

‘The tariff provisions would 
become effective November 1, 
if approved by the FCC. Similar 
tariff changes have been filed

sions by the operating com- 


antes. 

The” new provisions would: 

permit the direct electrical 
connection of customer data 
equipment, such as computers, 
to the telephone network through 
@ simple, inexpensive protec- 
tive device provided by the tele- 
phone company; 

allow the acoustic or indue~ 
tive connection of private mo- 
bile radio-telephione systems 
(such as Carierfone) to the 
telephone network through cus- 
tomer-provided connecting do— 
vices 


permit mor clearly the 
‘acoustic or inductive connection 
to the network of any customer- 
Provided volce or data trans- 
mitting or receiving device; 

allow direct electrical con- 
nection of customer provided 
voice transmitting or recelving 
‘eauinment (patches) through a 


‘telephone company connecting 
arrangement. 

In all cases, the connection to 
the message hetwork would te 
made at the terminals of a net- 
‘work control device (which may 
‘be that incluted in the telephone 
instrument) furnished by the 
telephone company as partof its 
line from its switching office. 

AT&T pointed out that the 
‘matter of gonoral conection of 
customer - provided 
communications cysteme such 
as private microwave and PRXS 
Involves “serious and complet 
ublie-tnterest problems, 

‘Those problems, the company 
sald, require much more con- 
‘sidetation and deaper explora 
tion on the part of both industry 
and commissions, For this rea 
‘son, the proposed tariff regula 
Hons a this time retain tie ex- 
sting regulations relating tothe 
connsetion of customer-provide 
ed communications systems, 
with the addition of a provision 
for connecting private mobile 
radio systems elther through an 
‘acoustic-Inductive device pro- 
vided by the customer, or 
through a connecting arrange- 
‘ment provided by the telephone 
‘company.
